HOPE FOR CITY AS 
NEW YEAR NEARS 


Manley Outlines Possible Im- 
provements—Parkway 
Favored 








Reduction of 5 cents in the city 
tax rate for 1939-40 is the “hope” 
of City Manager Richard G. Man- 
ley today as he is making prelim- 
inary study of the new budget. 
Such a reduction would mean a de- 
crease of approximately $2,500 in 
the amount raised by taxation, he 
said. The present tax rate is $1.15 
for each $100 valuation. 


LIKELY IMPROVEMENTS 


The major improvement that 
“might” be realized in Upland dur- 
ing the year concern Euclid ave- 
nue. 

“IF” the Pacific Electric freight 
tracks are removed from the Euc- 
lid avenue parkway, the west side 
of the driveway might be improv- 
ed and streets might be cut across 
the parkway. In such a case “onie- 
way drive” traffic regulations 
might be invoked on the avenue, 
Mr. Manley predicted. 

“One of the best improvements 
I would like to see in the city is 
the development of the South 
Euclid parkway,” declared the city 


manager, ‘'The present condition 
of the parkway gives Upland a 
black eye.”’ 


MAY FIX STREET 


Resurfacing of East Ninth 
street is also contemplated, most 
of the money for which will come 
to the city as Upland’s share of 
the state gasoline tax. 

A recently approved WPA proj- 
ect provides for major replace- 
ments and general improvements 


to the city's water distributing 
system. 
“The proposed idea of placing 


trees on the city’s property east 
of the hospital is a good one,” Mr. 
Manley added. “The city can get 
& quantity of trees from the coun- 
ty during the year—that wasn’t 
possible during the 1938-39 year.”

To Pay Fee—404 Pet 
Licenses Issued

campaign is under way today in 
the city license department to get 
the annual fee from all pet own- 
ers. 

While many persons have giv- 
en splendid cooperation, about 50 
dog owners have so far failed to 
pay the stipulated amount, ac- 
cording to Police Chief E. C. 
Mehl. Fiscal year for dog licenses 
Starts May 1. Four hundred ana 
four dog licenges have been is- 
sued since May 1. 

This is considered a remarkable 
record as compared with 1938-39 
when 333 licenses were paid dur- 
ing the entire 12 months. 

“We believe every person who 
owns a dog should pay the license 
ex- 
plained Mr. Mehl. “We made a 
Surveyeto find out who owng 
dogs. At that time we advised the 
Owners that it was necessary to 
have licenses,” 

Persons who failed to respond 
immediately in paying the license 
have been urged to pay at once. 

Average fine paid by the six 
persons already before Judge D. 
J. Burlingame for non payment 
of the license has been $3. The 
defendants were also required to 
obtain the dog licenses. The 
license fee for male dogs is $2 and 
for females $4.

America, Tells of People 
And Country 








Grass grows 10 or 12 feet high 
in the nearby hills. 
White ants or 


termites build 


|hills that range from 15 to 20 


feet in height, on top of ‘which 
grow cactus and shrubs, furnish- 
ing excellent hiding for lions. 

Heathen women wear costumes 
that consist of brief skirts, look- 
ing exactly like string floor mops. 

These are a few of the facts 
brought back by Miss Anna Eys- 
ter, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
R. Eyster, 637 Third avenue, after 
eight years at the Sikalonga mis- 
sion, Northern Rhodesia, South 
Africa. The station is supported 
by the Brethren in Christ church. 
CLIMATE NOT UNBEARABLE 

Located at an elevation of al- 
mest 4,000 feet, the mission is sit- 
uated so that it benefits from a 
breeze, says Miss Eyster. Al- 
though this mission is in the tropic 
zone, and the sun beats down so 
fiercely that it is impossible to go 
outside without wearing a helmet 
or felt hat, the climate is not un- 
bearable, she says. When asked 
how high the thermometer regis- 
tered, she replied: ‘We have no 
thermometer at the mission, so I 
really do not know how warm it 
becomes,” 

RAINFALL MODERATE 


Rainfall. in this locality aver- 
ages 25 or 30 inches a year, and 
hence the heavy jungle growth 
found farther north is not in evi- 
dence here. However, only 14 
miles from this station, in the low-

BATONGA TRIBE 

Natives with which this mission

| Mr. Kellogg took for his subject, 
“Some Observations on the 
Fourth Estate,” and began hig 
| talk by explaining how the news- 
| paper profession got that name 
| He also told of the origin of news 
papers back in China in the cen- 
| tury before Christ. He tcok a firm 
stand for freedom of the prea» 
and quoted noted personages tak- 
| ing the same stand. 
| Quoting from Mr. Kelloge’s 
address: “Although there were 
| two earlier publications which 
| were suppressed, the Boston News 
| Letter, founded in 1704, is gener- 
| ally recognized as the first Amer- 
|ican newspaper. By 1835 -there 
| were 130 dailies and 1100 weeklies 
|in the United States. Today, in 
| this country there are approxi- 
jmately 2056 dailies and 10,728 
|mewspapers published weekly.” 
|He further noted that the first 
paper in this state was The Cali- 
fornian, established at Monterey 
{on April 15, 1846, which was “a 
|small four page affair, printed 
/half in English and half in Span- 
ish. No other kind cf paper being 
available, they used sheets of the 
| paper used by the Spaniards for 
jrolling their cigarittos.”” In 1847 
The Californian was moved to 
San Francisco. - 

Mr. Kellogg stated there now 
are 681 newspapers in California 
including dailies, weeklies,  tri- 
| weeklies, semi-weeklics and for- 
eign language papers. Of these 
138 are dailies and 376 weeklica, 

The speaker also told of the 
functions of the California News 
paper Publishers Association.

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The Unemployment Puzzle 


While the thirty-three million workers at present employ- 


ed by American industry is only 3,500,000 less than the num- 
ber employed in that prosperous year of 1929, the best esti- 
mates indicate that 10,000,000 men and women are with- 
out employment. The recovery peak in 1937 gave 35,000,- 
000 persons jobs. While this was little more than 1,000,000 
less than the 1929 mark, government economists estimated 
that 7,000,000 were out of employment. 

In demonstrating why such a difference existed the Unit- 
ed States News points out that in 1929 the country had a 
labor force of 37,700,000, of Whom 36,100,000 were employ- 


ed, while at this time laborers have increased to 43,000,000 
and with only 33,000,000 jobs available in business and in- 
dustry. 


We quote the United States News in its analysis of the 
situation: 

“‘At the nadir of the depression in 1933, the labor force 
of the country had grown to 40 million, but laborers actually 
employed totaled only 27.7 million. At this point unemploy- 
ment reached its peak with 12.3 million jobless, according to 
estimates by government officials. 

‘“Employment recovery since depression lows has been 
substantial, but since 1930 it has never caught up with the 
increase in the national population. As a matter of fact, the 
number of jobs available never has equaled the 1929 peak. 


‘In other words, during the past decade the national 
economy should have provided 5 million additional jobs when 
as a matter of fact it was forced to shrink its capacity by 3 


million jobs. Next year, moreover, the situation will be 
worse without recovery, since approximately 500,000 poten- 
tial workers will be added to the national labor foree. 

“The unemployment problem beeomes more grave the 


longer business recovery is retarded, since the national econ- 
omy demands that goods and services be produced for an in- 
creasing population. Unless business activity surpasses that 
of 1929, lower standards of living must prevail for the bulk 
of the population—and the Brookings Institution has found 
that even 1929 standards were inadequate for large masses 
of the American people. 

“‘The proportion of the population able to work, further- 
more, will increase faster than the population as a whole. 
The National Resources Committee, in its study of popula- 
tion trends, finds that the United States will reach a popula- 
tion peak of 160 million by 1975. That means an inerease of 
25 per cent above present levels. But the labor foree, com- 
prising persons between 20 and 64 years of age, will have in- 
ereased 75 per cent by that time. 

“This tremendous addition to the labor force results from 


the millions of infants born during the ‘twenties, who are 
now and will continue to be adding to the number of work- 
ers. From 1920 to 1924 the natural increase in population 


was 1.5 millions a year. It has since been declining, but 
babies born in that period today constitute the unemployed 
youth of the land, a group which presents a most serious na- 
tional problem. 


“Theoretically such population trends should augur 
higher standards of living, since more persons will be avail- 
able to produce goods and services for proportionately few- 


er consumers. But before the theory ean become fact, ways 
and means must be found to employ the labor force fully. 

“Another factor which complicates the employment situ- 
ation is found in fluetuations of business activity itself. The 
time-honored economic law of supply and demand does not 
apply to the labor force, for as business activity shrinks the 
labor force expands. This fagt was disclosed in the 1937 un- 
employment survey directed for the government by John D. 
Biggers.’’ 

The survey also revealed that in 1987 there were between 
2,500,000 and 3,000,000 more females working or seeking 
work “‘than the number to be expected from a projection of 
the 1930 census figures.’’? Thus it would appear that when 
family income declines more in the family seek work. 

In coneluding its article, The News points out that all in- 
dications at this time are that there will be a steady increase 
in the laborers in the country at least until 1975—‘‘and busi- 
ness, industry and government face the problem not only of 
restoring 1928 productivity, but of expanding it to care for 
the additional workers available.’’ 

From all of which it would appear that the problem of un- 
employment is still far from being solved.

In the two-hundred- 
acre campus the boys are also 
taught how to grow cabbage, spin- 
ach, sweet potatoes and pumpkins. 

Miss Eyster described the work 
of the medical missionary located 
at the station, telling how cures 
for tropical ulcers, as well as for 
European diseases are sought by 
the natives, 

The school where Miss Eyster 
teaches has been established since 
1920. 
boarding school for girls, located 
at Macha, was established in 1908. 


SCHOOLS ENCOURAGED 


The British, whom Miss Eyster 
praises for splendid colonization, 
encourage the mission schools.. In | 
fact, government schools in this 
section give no elementary train- | 
ing. Hence elementary work must 
be done by mission schools. 

While the government gives 
more support to the girls’ school 
than it does to the boys’, seeing 
greater benefits in education of 
the feminine half of the popula- 
tion, the heathen fathers take an 
opposite view.
